20,200,000 U: S. 
MOTOR VEHICLES 
REGISTERED IN ’25 


“New York, Dec. 25.—{[Special.]— 
Figures made public today by Motor 
Magazine reveal that more than 20,-+~- 
200,000 motor vehicles were registered 
in this country in 1925, an increase of 
2,132,758 in a year. the total reg- 
istered, 17,658,491 passenger cars. 
More than 1,000,000 motor vehicles 
were scrapped in the country this 
year. 
It was the second largest numerical 


gain in motor vehicle registration since 
the automobile and motor truck came 
into general use. The record year was 
1923, when the registration increased 
3,012,888. The gain in New York state 
in 1925 was 13.9 per cent. California 
was second with 9.3 per cent. 

There are 1,400,000 vehicles. in use 
in Ohio, 1,357,000 in Pennsylvania, and 
1,266,000 in Illinois. All the other 
states are below the 1,000,000 mark. 
Florida, with 291,400, reported an in- 
crease of 50.1 per cent. This does not 
include the thousands of cars being 
operated in the state bearing licenses

They in- 
cluded convulsions, acute yellow atrophy 
of the liver, acute Bright's disease, vom- 
iting of pregnancy, and a long list of 
milder conditions, such as headaches, 
neuralgias, palpitations, faintings, and 
enlargement of the thyroid gland. The 
symptoms which the mothers had, in 
the order of frequency, were: Albumin 
in the urine, hyaline and granular casts 
in the urine, high blood pressure, edema 
or dropsy, convulsions, vomiting, nausea 
without vomiting, spots before the eyes, 
dizziness, headache, blindness or blurred 
vision, thyroid, and heart disturbances.

EX-FARMER REPLIES. 

Chicago, Dec. 23.—If “ a farmer’s wife ” 
had read more carefully she would have 
seen that I said one, not seven out of 
every eight, Illinois farms still use noth- 
ing larger than a walking plow. The 
official figures show 29,210 out of 230,000 
farms. That’s far too many for 1925. 
And in many states it will be more than 


seven out of cight. 

Even in an Illinois garden a walking 
plow is wasteful of time, and time 
should be money. One of the most pro- 
gressive and prosperous farrhers I know, 
and I know many, plows and cultivates 
his garden with a tractor in a fraction 
of the time it could be done with a plow 
and walking cultivator. He has a real 
garden and a real farm, and is not com- 
plaining about his income. He's just 
over the line in Iowa. 

I wonder whether the husband of “a 
farmer's wife " uses a two row cultivat- 
or, and whether his neighbors all do. 
Seven out of eight Illinois farmers cul- 
tivate only one row, or a half row, at a 
time. Is that efficiency? I’m not the 
man J was once, but [I can still take a 
two row cultivator and do twice as much 
work in a day as a man can do with a 
one row cultivator, and do just as good 
work. I've seen fourteen year old boys 
do the same thing. Why should men get 
full day’s pay for a half day's work? 
They can’t at any other job. 

That's what most of them are asking 
for. The ones who farm intelligently 
and ' efficiently are not complaining. 
Such farmers always have made money 
and always wili—the other kind never 
have, and I don't believe they can get 
any legislation or special dispensation 
which will change results.

Yankee Films 


Theater Men Balk at the 
Native Movies. 


LONDON, Dec. 25.—()—England 
continues to make a lively issue of 
the ascendancy of American films in 
the British isles. The recent adverse 
vote of movie theater owners on the 
question of making compulsory the ex- 
hibition of a fixed proportion of British 
films in British houses has, however, 
thrown a new light on the problem 
and halted action. ; 
That the British exhibitors would 
prefer British films if they were equal 
to American films and had ag good 
drawing power was made perfectly 
clear. But the men who run the thea- 
ters have indicated plainly that the 
compulsory exhibition of British films 
would, in their opinion, lessen the re- 
ceipts of film houses. In other words 
it would also reduce the income the 
government receives from amusement 
taxes.

That put the question in a new light. 
The government needs all it can get 
from amusemé@nt taxes, and there is 
apparently less eagerness to rush legis- 
lation which would affect the treasury. 
Many prominent exhibitors have said 
very frankly that the public wants 
American films for the very good rea- 
soh that the British makers do not 
supply films which appeal widely to 
theatergoers. They have said that they 
do not see any prospect of supplying 
a large quantity of satisfactory British 
films in the immediate future.

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First of Kind Ever Found 
in Cambrian Period. 


Princeton, N. J., Dec. 25.—[{Special: 
—The discovery .of a fossil of a primi- 
tive form of fish, scale scarcely bigger 
than the head of a match in a rock 
formation in northwestern Vermont 
pushes back the earliest antecedent of 
man or at least a close relative, mij- 
lions of years, it was stated here to- 
day. The fish is the earliest chordate 
—-the primitive form of the vertebrate, 
and as such, if not the direct antece- 
dent, is at least the earliest known spe- 
cies of a branch of that original 
antecedent. 

The fossil, which was discovered last 
summer by Prof. B. F. Howell of the 
department of geology at Princeton 
and Prof. Charles Schuehert of the 
department of geology at Yale, has 
been proved to be of ‘the Cambrian 
period and therefore of an existence 
millions of years earlier than any pre- 
viously known. It pow rests in the 
Princeton museum of paleontology. 

Found in Rocks. 

Described as a fish plate, the im- 
portance of the fossil lies in the fact 
that it is the first fossil of bony struc- 


ture to be found in rocks of the Cam-| 


brian period, which is believed to have 
been roughly from 50 to 100 million 
years ago. That the fossil is a fish 
plate has been corroborated by Dr. 
William L. Bryant, director of the 
Park museum of Providence, R. L., 
foremost authority in the country on 
early fish, who has named the fossil 
“Boiesthys howelli” after Prof. 
Howelk. 
First in Cambrian Period. 

Previously: evidence of chordates had 
keén found in every period back to 
the Cambrian period, in which period 
théy were lacking. It has ‘been be- 
lieved by scientists for many years 
that chordates did exist in the Cam- 
brian period but it required thirteen 
years of feld work by Prof. Howell, 
during which time he collected some 
forty or fifty thousand Cambrian fos- 
sils, to discover the first fossil which 
gives evidence of the existence of a 
chordate in that period. 

He discovered the fossil during a 
field expedition near St. Albans, Frank- 
lin cenaiy, Vermont, and at Princeton 
careful study under the microscope re- 
vealii its significance.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 25.—[{Spe- 
clal.J—Recent corigressional inv a 
tions—the Morrow aircraft board's in- 
quiry and the Mitchell court martial— 
despite their charges and counter- 
charges, personalities and differences 
of opinion, have brought home to con- 
gress the urgent necessity for adoption 
of a definite government policy: for 
aviation development. 

This undoubtedly will result in legis- 
lation during the present session to 
aid the development of commercial and 
military air facilities and to.“ put the 
greatest nation on earth in its proper 
commanding position in the air,” ac- 
cording to Representative Fred A. Brit- 
ten [{Rep., Ill.], chairman of the sub- 
committee on aeronautics of the house 
naval affairs committee. 

Because of its geographical isolation, 
Mr. Britten reasons, aviation, with the 
navy, of course, must be considered 
as the country’s first line of defense. 
No preparedness program, regardless 
of its extent, should be misconstrue4 
as a threat or a menace to Europeaa 
nations, a half dozen of which, because 
of their proximity to each other, could 
be traversed in an, hour’s flight, he as- 
serts. 

U. 8. Neges Air Defense. 


“In aviation,”’. said Mr. Britten to- 
day, “the United States cannot afford 
to be unprepared either industrially or 
in a military ‘sense,.and I believe the 
various investigations have brought 
home to the layman the necessity for 
the establishment by the federal gov- 
ernment of a concrete, well determined 
poligy in the air. 

“ Aside from the personal animosities 
and affections surrounding the Mitchell 
trial there is one outstanding evidence 
before all of these investigating com- 
mittees, and that is the necessity as 
wéll as the desire of all concerned to 
promote aviation not only for the na- 
tional defense but in a commercial di- 
rection as well. 

“I believe there is a great shortage 
of aviators and planes in the navy, but 
I am not sure that the present meth- 
ods and existing law should be utilized 
to balance aviation with the fleet, as 
determined by our best advisers. By 
that I mean that existing law will prob- 
ably -thave to be changed before the 
navy department itself will be satisfied 
with the results acquired from its own 
bureau of aeronautics. | 

Urges More Aviators, 

“I would like to see a thousand 
naval aviators in close contact with 
the fleet and its operations. I consider 
a highly trained naval aviation person- 
nel of the greatest importance to our 
national defense, and I shall work along 
this line of thought during the present 
session of congress. 

“America has been the pioneer in 
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more world’s records than do all of 
I Bincerely believe the world expects 
us to take a predominant part in the 
promotion of commercial ag’ well as 
military aeronautics. 

“I believe that the committee on 
naval affairs of the house is fn a 
receptive mood to tackle this prob- 
lem and to pass upon it without ma 
terial or unusual delay.” : 

Congress Wants Air Fieet. 

Mr. Britten finds little to commend 
in the unified air service scheme, com- 
bining army, navy, postal, and even 
commercial aviation under one head, 
and announces that he will oppose 
such a plan until he is convinced that 
a commercial flyer or an air mail avia- 
tor could be drafted into service with 
the navy in an emergency as success- 
fully as could navy aviators trained 
with the navy for definite purposes. 
“J honestly believe that co is 
ready to “tackle the question of avia- 
tion without feeling and with an open 
mind and with the conviction that the 
time has now come for a development 
of industrial and military aeronautic 
facilities,” Mr. Britten said. : :

Washington, D. C., Dec. 25.—[Spe 
clal.}—More than 1,900,000 acres of 
lllinois land, formerly devoted to farm- 
ing, Was turned to other purposes or 
abandoned in the five year period be- 
tween 1920 and 1925, according to the 
agricultural census of the state recent- 
ly completed by the department of | 
eommerce. In 1920 a total of 31,974,- ; 
775 acres were recorded as farm land 
under cultivation; this year the total 


has slumped to 30,736,803 acres, a re | 


Auction of 1,238,972 acres. | 


During the five years, the report | 
eontinues, ‘she number of farms | 
dropped from 237,181 in 1920 to 225,601 
tn 1924, and the number of owners 
sorrespondingly from 132,574 to 129, 
674. Similarly, the number of tenant 
farmers, 101,196 in 1920, was only 94,- 
650 in 1924. Tenant farmers, the re- 
port shows, operate 42 per cent of the 
‘farms in Ilinojs. 

Land Values Decrease. 

The aggregate value of farms and 
buildings was reduced $1,793,684,829 
in the five years—from $5,997,993,566 
én 1920 to $4,204,308,737 in 1924. The 
actual drop in land values alone of 
$1,822,065,291 was partially offset, the 
report notes, by a $28,380,462 increase 
in the value of buildings and improve- 
ments on the farms. 

The average acreage and value of 
illinois farms, whe census revealed, 
was 1386.2 acres a in 1924, with 
an. average value of $136.79 an acré 
‘as compared with the average farm in. 
1920 of 134.8 acres, valued at about 
$187.59 an acre. 

Of the total 21,316,736 acres of land 
available for cultivation, 19,756,347 
were harvested, on 646,600 acres the 
crops failed, and 914, 789 were fallow 
or left idle.
